The meeting occupied the ma.1or portion 
of the dav.

The billers stated 
their position very fairly, according to 
tl'osp who were at the meeting, and 
Charles Ringling presented his side of the 
case with equal candor. It was one of 
those controversies in which both sides 
are right—depending altogether upon the 
point of view. 

The agreement was reached when all 
interested announced that a change in 
section three providing for an intermedi¬ 
ate scale for billers would be satisfactory. 
TI’O now section interpolated reads as 

“Section 3.—The scale of salaries to be 
twenty-flve dollars per month and ten 
dollars per month hold back, for the first 
season men; thirty-five dollars per month 
with ten dollars per month hold back; 
forty dollars per month with ten dollars 
hold back, and forty-five dollars per 
month and ten dollars hold back per 
month. Two-thirds of the billposters with 
each show to receive forty dollars per 
month and ten dollars hold back per 
month or better.”
